JAPS CAPTURE 
SIX M 
FORTS 


Russians Fought Desperately in Sec- 
ond Defenses at Port Arthur. 


FALL OF FORTRESS IMMINENT 


Tokio, Soift. 2G.—It is believed hero 
that the Japanese have captured six 
forts in the second line qi defense at 
Port Arthur since Septcmticr 19. The 
hope of a speedy reduction of the for- 
tress is running highei\ 


'6tory of Three Days' Fighting. 


Chefoo. Sept. 26.—As a result of the 
battle before Port Arthur, v/hich began 
on September 19, the Japanese suc- 
ceeded in capturing several important 
positions, and today the Russian tenure 
of the big forts guarding the north, 
northeast and northwest sides of the 
town is seriously threatened. 
Chinese 
information places the Japanese losses 
under SOOO for the three days' 
fighting, 
and this comparatively small casualty 
list is due to the excessive care used 
by the Japanese in making their prep- 
arations 
for 
the 
advance. 
Russian 
sources, however, claim -to have infor- 
mation that the Japanese losses were 
unusually severe, amounting to fully 
three times 
the 
number 
mentioned 
above. 
Possibly the most important 
capture during the three days' 
fighting 
was that of Fort Kuröpatkin, v/hich, 
while of minor value with regard to 
preventing the entrance into the town 
of the Japanese, has bfeen constructed 
for the purpose of protecting the source 
of the garrison's water supply. 
The 
control of this water supply is n o ^ in 
the hands bf the Japanese. 


As was announced in these dispatches 
on September 20, the battle began be- 
fore daybreak 
September 19. 
At 
this hour the citizens and the garrison 
of Port Arthur, after the enjoyment of 
weeks of comparativö security, awoke 
to the. thunderous r<5ports of artillery 
along the line extending from the west 
of-'Itz mountains lo Rihlung and Kik- 
wan mountains. This was but a preface 
to the assault which was destined to 
result in the capture of three new and 
Important Russian positions, together 
with six small but annoying forts lying 
between Shushiyen ahd Rihlung moun- 
tain. During the day and night of the 
19th and until noon of the 20th the 
bombardment continued without cessa- 
tion, and the many shells falling from 
quarters which previously had been si- 
lent made it obvious that the Japanese 
had at last succeeded either in mount- 
ing many heavy guns In new positions 
or in strengthening their old positions. 
The Infantry fighting during this pe- 
riod was comparatively trivial. 


At noon on September 20 the Japa- 
nese right and centre, the former being 
to the west and the latter to the east of 
the railroad, commenced the advance. 
The troops made use of the trenches 
and infrequent natural cover that lay 
in their way. The small forts to the 
south of Shushiyen resisted this ad- 
vance bat briefly, their garrisons not 
being strong numerically. 
Since the 
beginni'iig of the bombardment the ar- 
tillery flro from Fort Kuropatkin had 
been grov/ing steadily weaker, and It 
having 'become apparent that it had 
been practically silenced, the Japanese 
assaulted the fort. 
Fort Kuropatkin 
is situated to the south of Fallehueng 
and to the northeast of the parade 
grounds, on a low hill. While situated 
in the chain of main forts. Fort Kuro- 
patkin never has been as strong as the 
others, and after severe fighting it fell 
into the hands of the Japanese. 
This 
capture lessens further the security of 
the fort on Rihlung mountain, which is 
now threatened from a new quarter as 
well as from Palichueng. 


At 5 o'clock of the afternoon of the 
20th the Japanese captured 
a sup- 
plementary fort, which from the lower 
ground threatens the fort on Itz moun- 
tain, 
This ended the heavy 
fignting 
for that day, although the Japajiese 
later were compelled to resist several 
sorties, 


During^the night the heavy bomb'iird- 
ment of tlie Rusciaji positions contin- 
ued, the Japanese fire being directed 
with particular vigor, against another 
supplementary fort 3000 yards to the 
west of the fort on Itz mountain, and 
regarded ÄS highly important because 
of its bearing on the Itz and A^ashu 
mountain forts. The next day, 'after 
having pounded this position unmerci- 
fully and until Its firo had sladrened 
visibly, the Japanese delivered their 
assault. They met with a stubborn re- 
sistance, They were exposed it 
the

Eventually almost the entire Russian 
garrison were either killed or badly 
wounded.

either Rihlung or Kikwan forts or the 
It2 and Anshu forts the doom of Fort 
Arthur is vSoaled, and for this reason 
the importance of the results obtained 
by the Japanese in their latest as- 
saults upon tho Russian positions Is 
obvious. 


As tho Chiupse from whom the cor- 
respondont of the Associated Press ob- 
rained his information left Port Ar- 
thur th© night of September 21, he is 
unable to say v/hother the battle was 
rfnewert on the 22d or not, although 
A stoamor which lias arrived here 
from Port Dalny confirms previous re- 
ports that there was heavy fighting at 
Port Arthur on September 2'i. 


KEORGANIZINO UuoSlAW 
ARMY 


Gen. Grippenborg Appointed to Com- 
mand Second Manchurian Army. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 26.—The em- 
peror has appointed General Grippen- 
berg, c/)nimandlJig the troops at Vilna, 
to command the second Manchurian 
ai'my. 


The 
reorga.iiization 
of 
the 
army 
amounts to formal notice to the world, 
as the emperor frankly explains in his 
rescript, that he intends to vastly in- 
crease the number of troops at the 
theater of war in order to force the 
struggle to a successful issue in the 
shonest possible time. It is intended 
to silence definitely all talk of foreign 
Intervention 
by 
the 
announcement 
that Russia means to fight out the 
issue with Japan on the field of battle. 
Probably 300.000 additional men will 
be placed in the field. 


Russia's recognition of the fact that 
the forces now in the Far East cannot 
sujccessfully prosecute the war against 
the men Japan is able to put in the 
field, and the knowledge that the latter 
power is now mobilizing 100,000 more 
men for the front, and the decision to 
reorganize the Russian- army upon a 
gigantic scale in order to be able to 
assume the offensive quickly, marks a 
distinctly new phase of the war. 


A dispatch has been received from 
General Kuropatkin announcing that 
the Japanese are preparing an exten- 
sive turning movement east of Muk- 
den, A large force is advancing from 
Liao Yang, by way of Taitche to Tsian- 
Bchan. Skirmishes have occurred 
in 
the valley of -the Hun river anxl at 
Inpu, between Bentsiaputze and the 
railroad. There were many casualties 
at Inpu. 


General Sakharoff 
telegraphs that 
the Japanese advance guard during the 
last lew days attempted to occupy 
Kaoutou Pass, commanding the road 
to Fushun, but were repulsed by a de- 
tachment of the Russian guard.

SIXTY-TWO DEA 
iN H E / M CRASH 


Knoxville, Tenn,, Sept. 26. — The 
death list as a result of tho fearful 
wreck on the Southern railway near 
Hedges hae growii to 62, and it will 
probably exceed .70, as many of the 
114 injured are in a serious condition 
and more deaths will occur in the hos- 
pitals. There were six deaths at tb;xt 
Institution, the

occurring 
^when M. P. Gant, a prominent North 
Garolinan, residmg at Shamby, N. 0., 
passed away. 


This appalling -loss of life resulted 
apparently from the disregarding of 
orders given to the two trains to meet 
at a .station which has for a long time 
been their regular meeting point.

6tory of Three Days' Fighting. 
Chofoo, Sept. 26.—As a result of the 
battle before Port Arthur, v/hich began 
on September 19, the Japanese suc­ 
ceeded in capturing several important 
positions, and today the Russian tenure 
of the big forts guarding the north, 
northeast and northwest sides of the 
town is seriously threatened. Chinese 
information places the Japanese losses 
under 3000 for the three days’ lighting, 
and this comparatively small casualty 
list Is due to the excessive care used 
by the Japanese in making their prep­ 
arations for the advance. 
Russian 
sources, however, claim -to have infor­ 
mation that the Japanese losses were 
unusually severe, amounting to fully 
three times the number mentioned 
above. 
Possibly the most important 
capture during the three days* fighting 
'was that of Fort KurGpatkIn, v.rhich, 
while of minor value with regard to 
preventing the entrance into the town' 
of the Japanese, has bfeen constructed 
for the purpose of protecting the source 
of the garrison's water supply. The 
control of this water supply is no^ in 
the hands bf the Japanese. 
As \vas announced in these dispatches 
on September 20, the battle began be­ 
fore daybreak %n September 19. 
At 
this hour the citizens and the garrison 
of Port Arthur, after the enjoyment of 
weeks of comparative security, awoke 
to th e . thunderous r<5ports of artillery 
along the line extending from the west 
of-'Itz mountains to Rihlung and Kik- 
wan mountains. This was but a preface 
to the assault which %vas destined to 
result in the capture of three new and 
Important Russian positions, together 
with six small but annoying forts lying 
between Shushiyen afad Rihlung moun­ 
tain. During the day and night of the 
19th and until noon of the 20th the 
bombardment continued without cessa­ 
tion, and the many shells falling from 
quarters which previously had been si­ 
lent made it obvious that the Japanese 
had at last succeeded either in mount­ 
ing many heavy guns in new positions 
or in strengthening their old positions. 
The infantry fighting during this pe­ 
riod was comparatively trivial. 
At noon on September 20 the .Tapa- 
nese right and centre, the former being 
to the west and the latter to the east of 
the railroad, commenced the advance. 
The troops made use of the trenches 
and infrequent natural cover that lay 
in their way. The small forts to the 
south of Shushiyen resisted this ad­ 
vance bat briefly, their garrisons not 
being strong numerically. 
Since the 
beginni'ng of the bombardment the ar­ 
tillery flre from Fort Kuropatkin had 
been grov/ing steadily weaker, and It 
having M:>econie apparent that it had 
been practically silenced, the Japanese 
assaulted the fort. 
Port Kuropatkin 
is situated to the south of Paliehueng 
and to the northeast of the parade 
grounds, on a low bill. While situated 
in the chain of main forts, Fort Kuro­ 
patkin never has been as strong as the 
others, and after severe fighting it fell 
into the hands of the Japanese. This 
capture lessens further the security of 
the fort on Rihlung mountain, which is 
now threatened from a new quarter as 
well as from Paliehueng. 
At 5 o'clock of the afternoon of the 
20th the Japanese captured a sup­ 
plementary fort, which from the lower 
ground threatens the fort on Itz moun­ 
tain, This ended the heavy fignting 
for that day, although the Japanese 
later were compelled to resist several 
sorties, 
During‘ihe night the heavy bomb‘itrd- 
ment of the Ruscian jpositions contin­ 
ued, the Japanese fire being directed 
with particular vigor, against another 
supplementary fort 3000 yards to the 
west of the fort on Itz mountain, and 
regarded fts highly important because 
of its bearing on the Itz and Aiishu 
mountain forts. The next day, !after 
having pounded this position unmerci­ 
fully and until Its firo had sladkened 
visibly, the Japanese'delivered iheir 
assault. They met with a Btubborn re­ 
sistance. They were exposed tt the 
flre of laachine guns and rifles and 
they made frantic effoi tu to reach the

Gen. Grippcinbcrg Appointed to Com­ 
mand Second Manclnurian Army. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 26.—The em­ 
peror has appointed General Grippen- 
berg, c/)nimandlJig the troops at Vilna, 
to command the second Manchurian 
ai’my. 
The reorga.nization of the army 
amounts to formal notice to the world, 
as the emperor frankly explains in his 
rescript, that he intends to vastly in­ 
crease the number of troops at the 
theater of war in order to force the 
struggle to a successful issue in the 
shonest possible time. It is intended 
to silence definitely all talk of foreign 
Intervention 
by 
the 
announcement 
that Russia means to fight out the 
issue with Japan on the field of battle. 
Probably 300,000 additional men will 
be placed in the field. 
Russia’s recognition of the fact that 
the forces now in the Far East cannot 
suxicessfully prosecute the war against 
the men Japan is able to put in the 
field, and the knowledge that the latter 
power is now mobili5:in^ 100,000 more 
men for the front, and the decision to 
reorganize the Russian* army upon a 
gigantic scale in order to be able to 
assume the offensive quickly, marks a 
distinctly new phase of the w^ar. 
A dispatch has been received from 
General Kuropatkin announcing that 
the Japanese are preparing an exten­ 
sive turning movement east of Muk­ 
den. A large force is advancing from 
Liao Yang, by way of Taitche to Tsian- 
schan. Skirmishes have occurred in 
the valley of the Hun river anxl at 
Inpu, between. Bentsiaputze and the 
railroad. There were many casualties 
at Inpu. 
General Sakharoff telegraphs that 
the Japanese advance guard during the 
last iew days attempted to occupy 
Kaoutou Pass, commanding the road 
to Fushun, but were repulsed by a de­ 
tachment of the Russian guard.

SIXTY-TWO DEA 
IN HEAD-Oli CRASH 


Kuoxville, Tenn., Sept. 26. — The 
death list as a result of the fearful 
wreck on the Southern railway near 
Hodges hae growji to 62, and it will 
probably exceed 70, as many of tbe 
114 injured are in a serious condition 
and more deaths will occur in the hos­ 
pitals. There were six deaths at that 
Institution, Uie last one 
occurring 
'When M. P, Gant, a prominent North 
Carolinan, residing at Shaniby, N. C., 
passed away. 
This appalling ’Joss of life resulted 
apparently from the dlsregai’ding of 
orders given to the two trains to meet 
at a station which has for a long time 
been their regular meeting point. Tha 
claim of failure to see either the sta­ 
tion or signals cannot bo set up by the 
engineer of the westbound train v/ere 
he alive to enter a plea of defense, as 
the accident happened in broad day­ 
light, and, according to the best tn- 
formatxon obtainable, he had tbe order 
In a little frame In front of him as his 
engine ruslied by tlie station. A mile 
and a half further on it came full upon 
an east-bound passenger train making 
for Hodges, in compliance with in­

the east for Knoxville, Chattanooga 
and other southern cities. The possi­ 
bility exists that the ill-fated .engineer 
may have been asleep, but nothing is 
known .save thitt the orders .wore not 
obeyed.

through her body. A little child, quiv­ 
ering in death's agony, lay beneath the 
woman. I sav/ the child die, and within 
a few feet of her lay a woman’s head, 
while the decapitated body was sev­ 
eral feet away. 
A little girl, whoso 
body was terribly mangled, was calling 
far her mother. I have since learned

that she was Lucille Conner, of ICnox» 
ville, and that both her parents were 
killed.

(HOW DO ANIMALS AVOID POISON ? ) 


N a recent article in the 
Ix)ntloa Spectator this sub- 
ject* is 
very 
fully 
dis- 
cussed and the Literary 
Digest 'has selected some 
paragraphs from tlie arti- 
cle which may interest our renders. 
I 
The writer of the article believei 
that the sense by which animals de- 
tect poison is that of smell, that of 
taste being usually deficient. 
Carniv- 
orous animals, however, have a kind 
of lialf-way sense "between taste and 
stomach ache" which tells them when 
they have taken anything likely to 
disagree witli them and nature en- 
ables them to get rid of it by the 
throat with ease. The writer goes on 
to say: 


Wolves, tigers, leopards and other 
carnivora are difficult to poison 
be- 
cause of the power which they have 
of rapidly getting rid of the drug. 
Lions on the other hand, are very 
frequently poisoned, as they eat vora- 
ciously and quickly, more like a dog 
than the other large feiidae. It is said 
that a good many lion skius, especially 
those brought back by foreign counts 
and others from Somallland before the 
regrettable 
misunderstandings 
be- 
tween whites and blacks had begun 
in that region famous for large game, 
.were obtained by the unsportsmanlike 
method of poisoning carcasses and 
leaving them for the lions to devour. 
Cattle, which have no less than four 
stomachs, are hopelessly poisoned if 
once they 
have swallowed 
a dose, 
.whether In a toxic plant or otherwise. 
It Is this curious arrangement of their 
interior which makes it such a difficult 
matter to give cattle medicine at all. 


water hemlock which is so peculiarly 
deadly to both cows and horses." 


One of our most poisonous native 
plants is the ordinary fox glove from 
which digitalis is made. 
Every part 
of it is toxic in a high degree, flowers, 
stem, leaves and roots. It has no un- 
pleasant odor of any kind, but for 
some reason cattle never touch it. 
In 
the hemlocks, several of which are 
poisonous to man or beast, the danger- 
ous ingredient varies. 
Spotted hem- 
lock kills or injures human beings by 
causing paralysis, which 
progresses 
through the nervous centres till it at- 
tacks the lungs. 
In the water hem- 
lock the poison nets in a different way. 
Like another and more deadly vege- 
table 
poison, 
strychnine, 
it causes 
tetanic spasms. 
The difference in the 
nature of the poison contained 
In 
plants so closely alike as these two 
hemlocks, may perhaps account for 
the failure of cattle to know the dUn- 
?er,to which they are exposed in eat- 
ing them. 
It may well be that one 
variety, though injurious to man, may 
not affect cattle. 
Consequently they 
might naturally eat without any mis- 
giving the other variety which is dead- 
ly to them.

certain forms when in particular con- 
dition of health. 
At other times tliey 
can eat the same plant or shrub with 
impunity. 
In certain states of Jiealth 
a man can eat pork, lobsters, cockles, 
scallops and 
other somewhat risky 
foods without bad effects. 
At other 
times the same edibles would produce 
on him the effect of ptomaln poisoning. 
Two persons may eat the same food at 
the same time, and while one is per- 
fectly well afterwards, the other may 
become violently 
ill. 
The 
curious 
cases of yew poisoning among horses 
or cattle seem to be somewhat anal- 
ogous. ,They will sometimes browse 
on shoots of yew and take no harm 
what ever. 
At other times t^ey are 
obviously made very ill or die from 
eating the leaves. 
They have even 
been found dead with the yew fresh 
and 
undigested in tiieir 
stomachs. 
Where poisonous plants are present in 
any great numbers in herbage it seems 
Impossible to prevent cattle from eat- 
ing them. 


Birds seem to have no discrimina- 
tion whatever in regard 
to poisons, 
probiabJy because they have no sense 
of smell, and swallow their "food with- 
out masticating it. 
Such 
intelligent 
birds as rooks will pick up and eat 
poisoned grain, and crows and ravens 
readily eat poisoned eggs or meat. 


Chickens will eat poisonous seeds 
of the laburnum and die from the ef- 
fects. Whether birds such as tlU and 
bullfinches ever do so does not seem 
to be known. 


Wild birds are frequently found dy- 
ing in gardens, though apparently they 
have been in good health a few hours 
before and their death may probably 
be due to the consumption of poison- 
ous seeds. 
Animals will occasionally 
fall to recognize the poisonous plants 
of a sfrange region. The writer cites 
nn Instance where camals from India 
and Somallland were sent out together 
in the latter country. 
The 
native 
camels thrived^ but the Indian camels 
were all poisoned. 
It Js possible, of 
course, that both varieties pf camels 
ate of the poisonous herbs of the re- 
gion, but that the native beasts had 
been rendered Immune In some way 
as cats that have eaten snake poison 
are believed to become protected from 
cobra bites. The writer, however, fa- 
vors the theory that they purposely 
avoided what they instinctively know 
to be poijionous. He goes on: 
"What 
ever reason for the fact, 
'warning 
notices' of various kinds are frecjuent- 
ly aflixed by nature to 
poisonous 
plants, almost as legibly as the label 
which the law insists that chemists 
shall 
place 
upon 
poisonous 
drugs. 
Many of the poisonous fungi have an 
Odious smell, so much so that no mam- 
mal or bird ever thinks of touching 
them. On the other hand, the scent of 
the mushroom is distinctively 
appe- 
tizing and pleasant. 
Henbane, an ex- 
ceptionally poisonous and quite beauti- 
ful wld plant, has a most unpleasant 
^ e n t which is Instantly detected by 
cattle when tJie plant is green. 
They 
most carefully avoid touching It when 
jgrowing. but It seems to lose its warn- 
ing odor when dried for hay. 
In- 
stances have -been quoted In which It 
bas been injurious to cattle when con- 
i-umed In this form. 
The common 
^fool's parsley/ which has poisonous 
seed«. Is not, we believe, eaten by any 
bird, neither do cattle touch It when 
«rrowlng in meadows. 
But they seem 
to have uo suyh suspicion about tho

The writer of the article bellevei 
that the sense by which animals de­ 
tect poison is that of smell, that of 
taste being usually deficient. 
Carniv­ 
orous animals, however, bave a kind 
of lialf-way sense “between taste and 
Btomach ache*’ which tells them wlien 
they have taken anything likely to 
disagree with them and nature en­ 
ables them to get rid of it by the 
throat with ease. The writer goes on 
to say: 
Wolves, tigers, leopards and other 
carnivora are difficult to poison be­ 
cause of the power wblcli they have 
of rapidly getting rid of the drug. 
Lions on the other hand, are very 
frequently poisoned, as they eat vora­ 
ciously and quickly, more like a dog 
than the other large feildae. It is said 
th at a good many lion skins, especially 
those brought back by foreign counts 
and others from Somaliland before the 
regrettable 
misunderstandings 
be­ 
tween whites and blaclvs had begun 
In that region famous for large game, 
.were obtained by the unsportsmanlike 
method of poisoning carcasses and 
leaving them for the lions to devour. 
Cattle, which have no less than four 
stomachs, are hopelessly poisoned, if 
once they have swallowed a dose, 
.whether in a toxic plant or otherwise. 
It is this curious arrangement of their 
interior which makes it such a difficult 
m atter to give cattle medicine at all.

One of our most poisonous native 
plants is the ordinary fox glove from 
which digitalis is made. 
Every part 
of it is toxic in a high degree, flowers, 
stem, leaves and roots. It has no un­ 
pleasant odor of any kind, but for 
some reason cattle never touch it. In 
the hemlocks, several of which are 
poisonous to man or beast, the danger­ 
ous ingredient varies. 
Spotted hem­ 
lock kills or injures human beings by 
causing paralysis, which 
progresses 
through the nervous centres till it at­ 
tacks the lungs. 
In tho water hem­ 
lock the poison acts in a different way. 
Like another and more deadly vege­ 
table poison, 
strychnine, 
it causes 
tetanic spasms. The difference in the 
nature of the poison contained 
in 
plants so closely alike as these two 
hemlocks, may perhaps account for 
the failure of cattle to know the dan­ 
ger, to which they are exposed in eat­ 
ing them. 
It may well be that one 
variety, though injurious to man, may 
not affect cattle. 
Consequently they 
might naturally eat without any mis­ 
giving the other variety which is dead­ 
ly to them.

An Important Invention. 
On account of the scarcity of timber it 
has become a source of much anxiety to 
R. R. oillcials as to the future sU]>ply of 
suitable timber for ties. In the last few 
years several metal tics have been paten­ 
ted and are being tested on the main 
hues. 
The serious objection to these 
tics lyes in the fact that the rails restdi- 
rcctly on the metal, thereby causing un­ 
pleasant sensations to passeligers. 
To overcome the objectionable fea­ 
tures in the metal ties now on the mar* 
ket, Mr. Jacob Heltzel, a citizen of oar 
town, has secured a patent for a now tie 
which removes entirely the objections 
found in the ties now on the mai'ket. 
The rails, instead of resting on iron, rest 
on blocks of wood 15 inches in lcng»h, 
running in lino with the rails. 
The tie 
proper, is made of metal and so bent and 
constructed as to receive in position the 
aforesaid blocks, and as no spikes are 
used in the wood to hold the rails down 
and in place, the life of tho block is very 
much lengthened. 
These blocks, treat­ 
ed to a bath of gas tar, would last at loiist 
15 years. 
In case of decay these small 
blocks can easily and at smalll expense 
be replaced.

Much of the time he seemed to be in a 
normal mental condition, although his 
physical condition responded but slowly 
to treatment There was no indication 
that he intended to end his life, and he 
w’as allowed to spend some time unwatch­ 
ed in his room after it was thought that 
everything w’ith which he might end his 
life,if he w’ere so inclined,liad been tixken 
away.

Digestive Juices of the Stomach. 
J. G. Adami reviews Pr.rlow's experi­ 
ments on dogs, by which it has been, 
proved that there are two tides of se­ 
cretion of the gastric juice; the psy­ 
chic tide, set up by the sight of food, 
by the taste of the same, an*! by huj[- 
ger, the juice of {his tide (the appelite 
juice) belne; relatively abundant, flow­ 
ing for a considerable period, and hav­ 
ing strong digestive powers. The chem­ 
ical tide Is set up at a later period by 
the direct effect of the foodstuffs upon 
the gastric 
mucus 
membrane. 
The 
former Is brought Into activity by the 
higher centres. Taking everything in­ 
to consideration, it is the more import­ 
ant. 
Food eaten without relish nnd with­ 
out appetite, although in itself most 
nutritious, may lie for hours within 
the stomach 
undigested. So again, 
food eaten while the mind is diverted 
to other things, may stay for long un­ 
acted rpon, or is liable to undergo de­ 
composition, and, irritating the mucus 
membrane, may lower 
ts condition. 
If, therefore, dyspepsia is to be Avard- 
ed off, the food should be taken under 
such conditions that everything is di­ 
rected, on the one band, to remove the 
thoughts from the car-rs of dcily life, 
and on the other hand to make the re­ 
past appetizing, so that the palate may 
be tickled and the dow of appetite 
Juice excited.—Montreil Medical Jour­ 
nal.

Eighty-Seven Miles of Cable, 


A cableway, which will be the long- 
est in the world, and will have the 
highest engine station yet exisUng, is 
shortly to be installed on the Argen- 
tine side of the Andes by a German 
engineering firm. This cableway will 
extend from Chileclio, on the Argen- 
tine Northorn railroad, which is 3,430 
feet a.b-ove the sea. for a distance of 
22 miles, to a point 14,933 feet above 
the sea level, or 1,300 feet higher 
than the summit of the Jungfrau.

Eighty-Seven Miles of Cable. 
A cableway, which will be the long­ 
est in the world, and will have the 
highest engine station yet existing, is 
shortly to be installed on the Argen­ 
tine side of the Andes by a German 
engineering firm.

extend from Chilectio, on the Argen­ 
tine Northern railroad, which is 3,430 
feet a.bove the sea, for a distance of 
22 miles, to a point 14,933 feet above 
the sea level, or 1,300 feet higher 
than the summit of the Jungfrau.
